During the latter part of 1976, we were 
privileged to be addressed by Professor Jenkins 
who was in Adelaide on a four months visit from 
the University of Newcastle-on-Tyne, United 
Kingdom. Professor Jenkins is a world 


authority on plaque, and his “in depth” present- 
ations were most timely and stimulating. More 
recently we have had the pleasure of visiting 
speakers from U.S.A. and Canada. Dr. Richard 
Adams discussed the use of Nitrous Oxide-Oxygen 
sedation in Dentistry, and the need for monitor- 
ing nitrous oxide levels in the surgery. 

Dr. Ken Wright, from London, Ontario, Canada, a 
periodontist working in the University Depart~ 
ment of Dental Health for eight months gave us 
an insight into Dentistry in Canada. 


At each meeting, one of our own members 
presents a short paper, either a review of a 
journal article or some personal project they 
are undertaking. As a study group we are 
investigating the incidence of fractured 
incisors in the community, with the idea of 
presenting the resuits at the Jubilee Congress 
of the A.D.A. in Melbourne in 1978. Our next 
few meetings will be on the topic of Diet, but 
looking more at the side of nutrition, rather 
than the usual relation of diet and caries. 


We feel rather proud in Adelaide that our State

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


By way of a change, activities for 1977 have 


taken on a proup-workshop format. Three 
groups have been formed. The first group 
looked at psychological and sociological 
Factors as they affect hehaviour in the dental 
chair. There were three speakers on the 
panel, which was chaired by a clinical 
psychologist, Mrs. Ailsa Smith, who is also 
the administrator of a Department of 
Community Welfare Institution for Children in 
Perth. A most interesting discussion ensued: 
Mrs. Smith's experience in dealing with gener- 
ally disadvantaged children with extreme 
problems added to the value of this workshop 
and all who attended derived benefit. 


At this stage, two further workshops are 
planned. The first of these will be 

examining and evaluating the aids in Preventive 
Dentistry, particularly those that have 
appeared recently. This study will look at 
the full range, from dentifrices, flosses and 
disclosing agents through to audio-visual syst- 
ems, with special emphasis on those that would 
assist children. 


The third group will be directing its 
attentions at topical fluorides and pit and 
fissure sealants. Here again the main 
concern will be with recent materials, _ 
apparatus and instruments being marketed, and 
their application. The aim will be to 
evaluate critically the materials and their 
related application systems.
